The Mayor has said the present 
bond issue committee’s refusal 
to approve the starting of some 
projects has held up municipal 
development. The committee has 
followed a principle that the 
bonds were voted to provide em- 
ployment in an anticipated post- 
War economic recession. But the 
recession did not develop. 


Statement by Albanese. 

“I'am basically opposed to the 
suggestion that we have no citi- 
gens’ committee to look over the 
project proposals,” Albanese said. 
“T believe that if we ever vote 
additional bonds, they should 
have such supervision.” 

Albanese said also his opposition 
stemmed from the time element. 
“This is an inflationary period,” 
he stated, “and we wouldn’t get 
full value from any dollar spent 
for public improvements at this 
time.

LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP)—The 
crippled freighter Flying Enter- 
prise started under tow toward 
Falmouth harbor at a_ tedious 
three knots today. Its heroic 
skipper, Capt. Kurt Carlsen, who 
refused to abandon his wallowing 
ship in the face of a wild storm, 
was jubilant and confident that 
he is going to win his long fight 
against the sea. 

The commander of the United 
States Destroyer Willard Keith, 
which arrived to watch over the 


stricken American freighter, re- 
ported: “The tow is riding 
smoothly.” 

Capt. Carlsen’s nine-day ordeal 
—nearly seven of them alone in 
the heavily-listing ship—-appeared 
to be over, unless the barrel-thick 
towing hawser breaks or the 
swelling seas tip the vessel over. 

For the first time since a hur- 
ricane crack.d the Flying Enter- 
prise across the middle and left 
it helpless some 300 miles off 
England’s southern tip on Dec. 28, 
the weather was reported “calm 
and the visibility is good.” 

Towed by Powerful Tug. 

Snaking the helpless Enter- 
prise to port is the powerful sea- 
going tug Turmoil, which man- 
aged after 30 hours of struggle { 

to secure a towline to the bow of 
ie freighter. On the deck of 
the Enterprise—tilting at a peril- 
ous 70 to 80 degrees—the stub- 
born, Danish-born skipper still 
stands, joined now by the Tur- 
moil’s first mate, Kenneth Dancy, 
watching the groaning hawser 
ease his ship along. 

“Tf the weather continues,” 
said the Keith's captain, “it will 
take about four days” to bring 
the Enterprise into Falmouth. “If 
this weather continues, the situa- 
tion will be in hand. Both Carl- 
sen and Capt. Dan Parker of the 
tug (Turmoil) firmly believe so, 
too 

The hearts of seamen. the 
world over—and many a land- 
lubber, too—also were on the En- 
terprise, wishing the 37-year-old 
captain well. Old sailors in Eng- 
land, who hailed Carlsen’s devo- 
tion to duty as being in the high- 
est tradition of the sea, planned 
to welcome the skipper when he 
comes ashore. 

Parents Fly to England. 

Carlsen’s Danish parents flew 
to England to be on hand for his 
arrival. Plans were under way 
to petition Denmark’s sea-loving 
King Frederik to decorate Carl- 
sen, a former member of the 
Association of Danish Merchant 
Navy Officers, for his heroic one- 
man stan@ at sea, 

Carlsen asked the Associated 
Press to forward a greeting to his 
wife, Mrs. Agnes Carlsen, in 
Woodbridge, N.J., and two daugh- 
ters, telling them he would tele- 
phone her as soon as possible, 
He sent a second message to the 
owners of the Flying Enterprise, 
the Isbrandtsen Line of New 
York, informing them the ship 
was under tow. 

The Keith's skipper, Comdr. 
Leslie J. O’Brien Jr. of Jones- 
bofo, Ark., said the Turmoil is 
towing the Enterprise and its 
shifting cargo by one heavy 
ohgad hooked to the freighter’s 

Ww. 

“Carlsen wants to stay with his 
ship and bring her into port,” 
said O’Brien.

a ‘Bandit’ — Allies ‘Did 
Not Come to Korea to 
Surrender, Foe Is 


Told.

MUNSAN, Korea, Jan. 5 (AP) 
—Frayed tempers snapped totlay 
as truce negotiators haggled over 
how to police a. Krean armistice. 
From both sides of the confer- 
ence table came angry charges 


and blunt warnings. There was 
no progress toward a truce. 

A United Nations delegate 
warned that the Allies will not be 
forced to bow to Communist ar- 
mistice demands by the threat of 
growing Red air power. 

“You have cast yourself in the 
role of a bandit,” said Maj. Gen. 
Howard M. Turner. 

“You have fully exposed your 
ugly, ferocious features of a 
bandit,” retorted Chinese Maj. | 
Gen. Hsieh Fang. 

Strong Language. 

Using some of the strongest | 
language since the armistice talks 
began, Turner told the Reds “the 
United Nations command did not 
come to Korea to surrender,” and 
“we have no intention of leaving 
the South Koreans to your ten- 
der mercies.” 

Matching Turner word for 
word, Hsieh replied, “You repre- 
sent yourselves as angels of peace 
and continue to interfere in in- 
ternal affairs. 
“Your statement is rude ‘and 
absurd. You have gone too far in 
your absurdity and arrogance.” 
In a nearby conference tent, 
U.N. and Communist negotiators 
haggled fruithessly for more than 
three hours over how prisoners of 
war should be exchanged. 
“Their arguments are getting 
pretty feeble,” said R. Adm. R. E. 
Libby. “It is obvious they are 
killing time waiting for instruc- 
tions.” 
Libby said the Reds refused to 
answer another request for an 
immediate exchange of sick and 
wounded prisoners. 

Slur at Red 
North Korean 
Sang -Cho ‘to the In 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross as a ‘So-called neutral or- 
ganization” and brought down the 
wrath of Adm. Libby on his head. 
Libby stormed at Lee for his 
“arrant discourtesy” and asked 
him to omit his “lurid adjectives.” 
“T am convinced that no man 
can appear to be as obtuse as you 
appear to be except deliber- 
erately,” Libby added. 
While they argued, six senior 
officials of the International Red 
Cross in Geneva stood by in 
Taegu, South Korea, awaiting a 
call to aid in a prisoner exchange. 
Subcommittees working on the 
problems of supervising an ar- 
mistice and exchanging prisoners 
were deadlocked when they ad- 
journed, but both scheduled 
meetings for 11 a.m. Sunday (8 
p.m. Saturday, St. Louis time) in 
Panmunjom. 

“Upside Down Reasoning.” 

At the brief session of the 
truce supervision subcommittee, 
Turner lambasted the Reds in re- 
plying to a statement made Fri- 
day by Gen. Hsieh. 
“You suggested that if the U.N. 
commander was so concerned for 
the security of his forces he 
should withdraw from Korea,” 
Turner said. “What a _ typical 
piece of upside down reasoning. 
“We have no intention of walk- 
ing away under a threat of your 
development of air power during 
the armistice and leaving the 
South Koreans to your tender 
mercies.” 

The issue of airfield construc- 
tion during an armistice is the 
major stumbling block barring 
agreement on how to police a 
truce. The U.N. insists that no 
military air bases be built or re- 
paired in North Korea, although 
a limited number of fields -could 
be put in condition for civilian 
use. 

The Communists contend that 
any restrictions on airfield con- 
struction constitute interference 
in North Korea’s internal affairs. 

On Irrevelant Matters. 

The negotiators spent most of 
their time wrangling over such 
irrelevant matters as who started 
the war. 

Afterward Turner told news- 
Paper men: 

“We stated our firm stand that 
there would be no building of 
airfields during an armistice. We 
told them if they wish to build 
airfields now while hostilties are 
going on they could do so, but 
arn find their efforts disinte- 


grating. 

The U.N. command issued a 
formal statement declaring it will 
make no more concessions on the 
supervision of an armistice. 

“We did not come here to make 
arrangements for our own de- 
struction,” the statement said. “It 
is taking time to get this across 
to them, but eventually they will 
cae AJ understand it and ac- 

Meanwhile, Correspondent Don 
Huth observed that Panmunjom 
provided the safest place in Ko- 
rea to watch the war.

This figure, which compares 
with almost 60 billion voted for 
the present year, was described 
in informed quarters today as the 
top outlay the chief executive 
will sanction for national de- 
fense in the new budget—barring, 
of course, an unforseeable emer- 
gency. 

Summary of Spending. 

In answer to a reporter’s ques- 

tions, the department said: 


1, The unspent balance of 
funds appropriated by the last 
and previous sessions of Con- 
gress was approximately 90 bil- 
lion dollars Jan. 1. 


2. The monthly rate of ex- 
penditure during the period of 
October through December was 
about $3,200,000,000. 

3. By the beginning of cal- 
endar year 1953 the monthly 
expenditure rate probably will 
be about five billion dollars. 
The 50 billion budget figure is 

described as being about what 
President Truman’s advisers out- 
side the Defense Department 
recommended as the ceiling for 
military outlay in the next fiscal 
year. That is the fiscal year 1953, 
which begins July 1, 1952.

Fined on Liquor Charges. 

Dougherty, who lives at 646

He and 17 other persons were 
indicted by a St. Louis federal 
grand jury in February 1932 for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion laws. He later pleaded no 
contest to the charge and was 
fined $200. 

While operating a saloon in 
1935, Dougherty ran for cily com- 
missioner in the nonpartisan 
municipal election and was de- 
feated. The next year he left 
the Democratic party and was an 
unsuccessful Republican candi- 
date for trustee of the East Side 
Levee & Sanitary District. 

He was elected to the City 
Council in 1939 and remained 
as commissioner of sireets until 
July 1946 when he resigned, giv- 
ing ill health as his reason. He 
had jumped back into the Demo- 
cratic ranks after an unsuccessful 
attempt to take the East Side Re- 
publican leadership away from 
Boss Dan McGlynn in 1940, 

Top Man in Machine. 

In an alliance with Police Com- 
missioner John T. English, a 
Democrat, and Republican Boss 
McGlynn, Dougherty then became 
a top man in the City Hall ma- 
chine. He succeeded the late John 
J. “lallihar. as leader of the 
St. Clair county Democratic or- 
ganization in November 1945 when 
he was appointed state central 
committeeman. He became head 
of the party’s state finance com- 
mittee. 

The boss has had_=e several 
brushes with the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. A $27,064 lien for 
unpaid income taxes and penalties 
for 1929, 1930 and 1931 was dis- 
missed in 1940 and Dougherty 
announced that he had _ settled 
the claim for $1400. 

The Post-Dispatch revealed in 
September 1945 that Dougherty 
had paid $20,000 on unreported 
income. At that time his salary 
as street commissioner was $4000 
a year. 

Indictments Voted, Dismissed. 

Indictments for malfeasance in 
office were voted against him by 
St. Clair county's two “runawav” 
grand juries in December 1946 
and again in February’ 1947.

Hoover’s Farm Plan 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial ‘Capper and the Farm 
Bloc” contains the rawest misstatement 
I have ever seen on your editorial page. 

You say: “Under Coolidge and 
Hoover the Republicans did as little for 
farm relief as they dared. They were 
in favor of tariff subsidies for business 
but not price subsidies to farmers.” 

Our present farm price support plan 
fs not a New Deal project. It was first 
put into effect by President Hoover. He 
called a special session of Congress on 
April 15, 1929, to pass the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of June 15, 1929. He 
asked for and got a half-billion-dollar 
appropriation to buy surplus agricul- 
tural products. The plan that he put 
inte. effect is substantially the same 
plan that we are using today. 

From 1922 on, the Republicans were 
considering farm relief measures.

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An Ear to the Valley 


An independent commission on the Missouri 
Valley, which President Truman has now an- 
nounced he will set up, is exactly what is needed. 
As we said last July in the wake of the nation’s 
most disastrous flood, in Missouri and Kansas: 
“The Post-Dispatch believes a serious responsi- 
bility rests on Congress to send an investigating 
committee to the Missouri Valley. . This 
should be a truly independent committee (deter- 
mined) te give the Missouri Valley the best that 
modern technical skill can provide.” 


When Congress failed for a protracted length 


- of time to discharge this responsibility, the Pres- 
ident acted on his own authority, largely at the 


instance of Senator Hennings of Missouri, whose 
resolution to the same effect had gotten ne- 
where. Mr. Truman now has under consideration 
the selection of three Senators, three Represen- 
tatives and five public members who will com- 
pose the commission, 


A great deal will depend on the kind of indi- 
viduals chosen for these 11 posts. They should 
be persons who will approach fhe task, not to 
confirm their preconceived ideas, but to listen, 
inquire and learn with an open mind, and to be 
guided by what they find out. 


* * * 


In the nearly eight years during which the 
method of developing the Missouri Valley has 
been a burning national issue, Congress: has 
never once really tried to learn the issues in- 
volved and form a reasoned conclusion, incredi- 
ble as it may seem. 


Two hearings were held in the Senate in 1945, 
but both were headed by the late Senator Over- 
ton of Louisiana and only served to publicize 
his bias. It is long since time that Congress and 
the*people of the United States took a long look 
at the Missouri Valley, not to prove something, 
but to learn something. 


For even the best-manned commission to be 
successful, it will have to devise methods for 
sounding out genuinely popular opinion in the 
valley. The public hearings will mean little if 
the consist merely of pré-fabricated opinion 
brought forward by organized groups to parrot 
their official positions. It would be all too easy 
for the hearings to degenerate into a sort of 
formal ritual, with the Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciatton presenting witnesses for. the Interagency 
Plan, the National Farmers Union for an MVA, 
and the Izaak Walton League rounding up senti- 


ment against all high dams anywhere, indis- 


criminately, 

No one needs to inquire where these and 
other organizations stand. What Congress and 
the President need to know is what the unor- 
ganized and frequently unheard-from people of 
the Missouri Valley think—not the kind of opin- 
ion expressed in convention resolutions, but the 
kind expressed at a ballot box. We trust that 
the Missouri Valley investigating commission 
will dedicate itself earnestly to bringing sub- 
merged opinion to the surface, and giving it ef- 
fectiveness.

Out of the mass of facts and opinions it will 
have to consider, we hope the commission will 
be able to evolve a unified method of planning, 
construction and operation that will find accept- 
ance in Congress, among the state governments, 
and with the people. 

Perhaps this result will be most likely if in 
the commission itself there are represented all 
the points of view that will have to be reconciled 
in order to receive that breadth of acceptance. 
President Truman will doubtless wish to keep 
that objective in mind in making his selections. 


The commission will have none too long to do 
its work. It will be under orders to place its re- 
port in the hands of the President by next Jan. 
3. For a problem of the present magnitude, a 
year in which to organize, function and report 
may be enough only if the time is utilized to the 
utmost. 


The 11 appointees who are yet to be an- 
nounced by the President will bear a responsi- 
bility such as few receive the opportunity to 
bear. What they do—or do not do—will affect 
for generations to come the health and strength 
of one-fifth of the nation. May they carry that 
responsibility without prejudice, without parti- 
sanship—with the determination to learn the 
facts and the courage to be guided by them. 
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Why Close at Night? 

Nearly every year the Board of Aldermen gets 
a bill to close down filling stations at night, and 
this year’s measure merits the same fate as the 
others which have been forgotten. A Chamber 
of Commerce committee points out that the bill 
would cost the city $400,000 a year in gasoline 
tax revenue and would discourage tourists, but 
there are still other objections to it. 


The measure backed by the Associated Pe- 
troleum Retailers would require gas stations to 
close at 7 p.m. five days a week, at 9 p.m. Fri- 
days and 1 p.m. Sundays. No doubt the smaller 
stations want this, but such an ordinance would 
not help motorists who want gasoline—and autos 
and trucks do not stop running at 7 p.m. 


Moreover, the bill is a plain effort to restrict 
competition by law in a way that would be sus- 
pect if it were done by private agreement. And 
competition ought to be as good for filling sta- 
tions as for any other business. 
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Food’s Bite on the Budget 
The Department of Agriculture has developed 
some convincing statistics to prove that the av- 
erage American’s food budget, while larger than 
it used to be, still represents a smaller propor- 
tion of his “disposable income,” which means 
income after federal income taxes. 


Convincing as the statistics are, we venture 
the guess that a great many people will remain 
unconvinced. For in the first place nobody quite 
matches the statistical average on which these 
figures are based, and in the second place “dis- 
posable income” is an elastic term which varies 
for each individual. ° 

For statistical purposes, “disposable income” 
after income taxes is a fair enough measure of 
total consumer purchasing power. But the un- 
varnished reality of daily living differs from 
the statistics. 


What income a family has left to “dispose of” 
depends not only on federal income taxes but on 
a lot of other unavoidable deductions as well. 
Usually it pays a sales tax, sometimes a state 
income tax, often a local property tax. Insur- 
ance premiums and school expenses, doctor bills, 
ulility bills, the cost of transportation—these 
and other relatively fixed items, even when 
held to a minimum, represent just as effective 
a reduction of “digposable income,” in the flesh, 
as federal income taxes, And of course the in- 
flation has carried the cost of many of these 
items up along with the cost of food. 


Most people would doubt very much that the 
eost of food now represents a smaller share of 


hr, r, 


what might be called “effectively disposable in- 
come” than it did four years ago. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture statistics are no doubt 
sound as statistics, but they do not tell the 
whole story. 
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Mr. Vishinsky’s Assist 


Soviet Foreign Minister Vishinsky must have 
felt pretty confident that the United Nations 
would not take him’ up on his proposal that the 
Security Couneil seek an armistice in Korea. 
For if the Security Council did intervene, Com- 
munist China would have no voice in its deci- 
sions while Chiang Kai-shek's rump China would 
have not énly a voice but a veto, ‘ 

Since it is inconceivable that the Russians 
would tolerate such a situation if they were 
seriously interested in @,Korean settlement by 
the Security Council, Mr. Vishinsky’s resolution 
must be regarded as just another attempt to 
recapture the peace propaganda initiative which 
Secretary Acheson snatched from him by pro- 
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posing disarmamient. 


As the American delegation said in opposing 
the Soviet resolution, the place for truce negoti- 
ations remains where they are now going on— 
in Korea, the negotiators being the répresenta- 
tives of the forces actually fighting. 

Mr. Vishinsky might Wave made his resolution 
much more difficult to reject if he had confined 
it to the simple call for a Security Council ses- 
sion, at which principal members would be rep- 
resented by chiefs of state or foreign ministers, 
to discuss measures for easing world tension 
and establishing friendly . relations between 
countries. 

Secretary General Trygve Lie has made sub- 
stantially the same proposal before, and the idea 
of high-level negotiation by the big powers is 
supported by many U.N. members, including 
some of the big powers themselves—notably 
Britain and France. 


In theory, American policy supports all forms 
of negotiation for peace, but in practice our 
policy has been to avoid high-level negotiation 
of the sort here proposed. Yet it would be em- 
barrassing to say so by opposing outright such a 
Security Council meeting if it did not involve 
Korea and did not involve repudiation of the 
Assembly's collective measures plan. 

Following his usual practice of making things 
easy for his opponents, Mr. Vishinsky has given 
American policy an assist by wrapping his 
“neace session” plan in unacceptable conditions 
which will probably assure its defeat. Perhaps 
that is exactly what he meant to do. 
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Congressman Vursell Reports 

Congressman Vursell of the Twenty-fourth 
Illinois District could hardly have been more 
prompt in putting himself on record after 
the appearance of our editorial, “Something 
Missing.” 

We took note of his New Year program for 
Congress and pointed out that his seven points 
did not include passage of legislation to put 
teeth in the federal mine safety code. Mr. Vur- 
sell called up forthwith frorfi Salem, Ill., and 
said that the Centralia and West Frankfort 
tragedies “must be answered by Congress with 
corrective legislation as soon as possible when 
Congress convenes,” He said the record of deaths 
by mine disasters showed that “state inspection 
is net sufficient and cannot be depended upon.” 

This is as straightforward as it can be. If all 
the Democrats in the House and Senate would 
take as plain a stan® as this Southern Illinois 
Republican, the Price-Neely mine safety bills 
would soon be on the President's desk. 
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Good-Will Also Counts 


Reports from New Delhi indicate that further 
help has been promised to India by the United 
States. And Washington reports that the help 
probably will take the form of a $54,000,000 
development program under the Mutual Secur- 
ity Act. 

That may not be much money, considering 
the size of the sums which pass between nations 
nowadays. But it is considerably more substan- 
tial than the $1,500,000 allotted to India under 
the Point Four program. 


More important, however, is the spirit in 
which the help will be forthcoming. The long 
wrangle over grain to counteract India’s famine 
squeezed most of the good-will out of that aid. 
And now it seems that the new grant is to be 
made only on the ground that it may help to 
prevent India from being influenced by. the 
Chinese and Russian Communists. 

Certainly, the United States does not want to 
see India go down the Red road. But can that 
really be prevented by a crass effort to buy 
India’s good-will, by a kind of bribe? Would it 
not be much more helpful if Washington gave 
the impression that the American people are in- 
terested in the Indian people, that they have 
sympathy for them, and that they want to see 
them improve their lot? 


Most Americans really do feel that way. They 
are friendly rather than only calculating, only 
trying to buy protection against the Red menace. 
So it is to be hoped that Congress will let a lit- 
tle of this feeling shine out into the world. 
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Surprise, Doctor! 

The office mail has brought a request from 
The Townsend Plan Incorporated for a donation 
($100, “or even $5") to help out with a surprise 
birthday party for Dr. Francis E. Townsend, 
who will be 85 on Jan. 13. It seems auspicious 
in a way that the originator of the once-famed 
Townsend old-age pension plan should have 
come so well beyond pensionable age himself, 
and still be capable of surprise. 

Veterans of the Late Depression, as most 
Americans still are, will remember Dr. Town- 
send’s plan to pay $200-a-month pensions to 
those who retired at 60 years. He proposed rais- 
ing the money in various ways, centering on a 
2 per cent “transactions” tax, The Twentieth 
Century Fund quickly estimated that the tax 
would raise four billions a year but even that 
sum could pay for only a sixth of the proposed 
pensions. 

But the year was 1934, and a good year it was 


for social schemes. Dr.“ Townsend claimed mil- | 


lions of followers. He allied his movement with 
the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin’s National Union 
for Social Justice, and with Huey Long’s Share- 
the-Wealth drive, later led by the rabble-rousing 
Gerald L. K. Smith.

A little bit of me died Christmas eve. 

I wept a little as I shoveled coal into 
my furnace. 

For it was Franklin county coal, and— 
many of the men who mined it were dead, 
killed in the explosion and fire which 
swept Orient No, 2 mine at West Frank- 
fort a few days before Christmas. 


Many of the. men who died there never 
had a chance in life—or in death. Few of 
them had a chance at education, many 
were forced to enter the pits as soon as 
they were old enough in order to help 
the family earn a living. Once in, they 
were never able to break the fetters that 
the need for money places on people. 

Few of them knew the joys of art or 
music or drama or fine literature. They 
were just honest, sincere, hard-working 
people. And they deserved of life a lot 
more than they got. 

The federal mine inspector says it was 
an “absolutely avoidable accident.’ Simce 
Congress has never put teeth in the fed- 
eral mine laws, the inspector's recommen- 
dations apparently had not been followed. 


A company spokesman says the recom- 
mendations were things that are not abso- 
lute, that you can argue about, that are 
“debatable.” But there's no debate about 
the 119 miners. They're dead. 


I get hot about these things because I 
used to work down there in the mines. 
And I would be there yet had it not been 
for a peculiar chain of circumstances. 


So a little of me dies every time I hear 
of a mine disaster. I want to hit somebody 
or do something to stop this waste of hu- 
man beings. “There but for the grace of 
God go I.” 

So there will be a hue and cry just as 
there was about the Centralia disaster a 
few years ago. There will be an investiga- 
tion. But then things will die down and 
it will be forgotten. Forgotten, unless the 
labor movement rises up to demand the 
utmost in mine safety. Stands as one man 
behind the United Mine Workers to insist 
that everything possible be done to pro- 
tect the miners’ lives. 

No safety precaution is too expensive— 
when 119 men might be saved if it is used. 


The New Idea of Age 


From The Peoria Journal 


Advancements in medical science which 
have prolonged the life expectation of 
Americans and also their years of profit- 
able productivity are beginning to have an 
effect on the long-established concepts of 
what constitutes old age. 

It has been customary ‘to consider 65 
years the retirement age. Many compa- 
nies and public bodies have established 
compulsory retirement schedules which 
call for workers reaching a Certain age, 
65 or 70, to retire from their posts, regard- 
less of their abilities. In numerous cases 
this has caused the loss of valuable em- 
ployes who still could contribute much to 
the welfare of the organization they were 
forced to leave. 

There are many persons who aren't 
ready to retire at the age of 65. They still 
are sound of mind and body and need 
some job in which they can work off their 
energy. To sentence them to idleness 
merely because they have reached a cer- 
tain age is dangerous as well as unjust. 
Enforced idleness has caused the deterior- 
ation of many a person who still would be 
happy arid active if he had something to 
do 


Even the Government, which set up the 
arbitrary age of 65 for retirement when 
it established the social security system, is 
changing its mind about its ideas of the 


proper time for retirement. Secretary of 
Labor Maurice Tobin asserted recently, 
“® worker's age ought not to be measured 
by years, but by his health and alertness 
and efficiency. Many a man at 65 can 
work harder and better than a man of 40. 
It’s not the age that counts, It's the man.” 


That is a sound and sensible statement 
and one with which many persons who still 
are able to do a good day’s work, even 
though they are up in years, will agree. 
Many already have taken the question of 
compulsory retirement into their own 
hands and are continuing to work after 
reaching the age of 65. A million and a 
quarter workers who are past 65 are still 
paying into the old-age and survivors in- 
surance fund. 


. The idea that everybody should retire 
upon reaching 65 has had a far-reaching 
effect. It not only has put a lot of good 
people on the shelf before they should 
have been, it has made it difficult for peo- 
ple past 40 to find new jobs. Employers 
just don’t want to hire people who may 
be with them only a few years, regardless 
of their capabilities. 

A revision of our thinking about retire- 
ment age is in order. We can get much 
benefit from judging people on their abil- 
ity rather than on their age.

UNDO PROGRESS 


Secretary Says Transfer 
of Korea Talks Would 
Be Disastrous and That 
U.S. Will Vote Against 


Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—Trans- 
ferring the Korean truce talks to 
the United Nations Security 
Council, as proposed by the So- 
viet Union, would be disastrous 
and the United States will vote 
against such action, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson said at a 
news conference late yesterday. 

The real purpose of the Russian 
proposal is not to expedite the 
truce negotiations, Acheson de- 
clared, but to undo progress al- 
ready made by the U.N. in two 
important respects —the setting 
up of the Collective Measures 
Committee and the partial agree- 
ment reached in the armistice 
discussions now proceeding at 
Panmunjom. 

The Soviet proposal awas put 
forward in a surprise move by 
Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky Thursday. At the 
Same time, Vishinsky called for 
negotiations in the Security Coun- 
cil for the purpose of relaxing 
international tension on_ other 
issues. 

Soviet Obstruction Cited. 

_ This appeal for general discus- 
Sions is only bait, Acheson said 
yesterday. Bitter experience has 
shown that the Russians will not 
negotiate in good faith for a re- 
laxation of tensions. 

The free world has tried re- 
peatedly to negotiate with the 
Russians, both in the U.N. and 
elsewhere, and-has been balke 
by Soviet intransigence and ob- 
struction, the Secretary declared.

-The Old Folks Home at Kirk- 
wood will receive $635,080 from 
‘the estate of Mrs. Flora Lee, 
‘widow of former Circuit Judge 
‘Edwin Waterman Lee, it was dis- 
closed today in probate court. 
Mrs. Lee died in 1947. 

Also receiving a bequest of 
$635,080 is the Salvation Army 
at Los Angeles, where Mrs, Lee 
formerly lived.

The Public Hospital of Pena- 
tang, Ontario, Canada, will re- 
ceive $5263 and bequests ranging 
from $2000 to $3200 will go to 51 
friends and relatives, mostly in 
California. 


BRITAIN INVOKES STEEL CURBS 
TO AID REARMING AND EXPORT 


LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP) — The 
British Government yesterday an- 
nounced controls on domestic 
consumption of steel to protect 
the nation’s rearmament and ex- 
port programs. 

A national steel shortage of 
1,500,000 tons caused the move. 
Effective Feb. 4 industries will be 
allocated steel “based on the pri- 
ority of national needs.” Britain 
hopes to get 800,000 tons of steel 
from the United States. 

There never has been an ade- 
quate supply of consumer goods 
for Britons since World War II. 
The new step is expected to make 
even scarcer a wide range of do- 
mestic appliances such as refrig- 
erators, vacuum cleaners, carpet 
sweepers, lawn mowers and vari- 
ous electrical appliances.

ETTERS are coming in: from 

parents who fear that men-

How are they te lessen 
such fear when the teachers are 
instilling it with these. safety 
drills? Isn't it a bad thing to do 
anyway, scaring children about 
something that may never hap- 


pen? 


War, or threat of war, brings 
fear in its atmosphere. Fear is 
always with us, in us, as a pro- 
tecting force. When we are 
afraid of something, we take pre- 
cautions to protect ourselves; so 
we take precautions in the face 
of war threats. We must protect 
the children with all the might 
of our power and we hope. by 
preparing them for any emer- 
gency, to do just that.

EMERGENCY DRILLS are 
nothing new to school children. 
They are accustomed to hearing 
the sharp clang clang of the fire 
drill gongs, accustomed to march- 
ing out in fast time and follow- 
ing the directions. given them 
afterward. In my experience this 
practice, instead of making chil- 
dren fearful, made them brave 
because they knew what to do, 
knew that the emergency had 
been provided for and so felt 
safe. 

I have been in a school crowded 
with children, close to 4000 of 
them, when black smoke billowed 
through the halls and into the 
classrooms. The fire gongs 
sounded, the children lined up 
and marched swiftly to their sta- 
tions, and stood there calmly 
while. the firemen entered the 
building to quench a fire that 
had started on the roof where 
men were using tar. Nobody so 
much as shivered. 

The stage was set that day for 
a catastrophe, had one child so 
much as cried out.~ None did. 
This situation is not uncommon 
in the schools of the nation. This 
story of threatened danger and 
the children’s calm response to 
the signals is one that can be told 
by school after school. 

* * * 

WE CANNOT HIDE the threat 
of danger from children if it 
exists. They are sensitive to the 
atmosphere about them and when 
there is fear in it they respond 
to it fearfully unless something 
is done that assures them of 
safety. Once the feel that they 
can do something about what 
threaten them, they know cour- 
ace and a feeling of safety. 

Nobody likes fire drills or war 
drills but commonsense tells us 
that they ire a helpful necessity. 

Encourage the children to ob- 
serve these drill regulations care- 
fully and show no fear about 
them. It is the best way to pro- 
tect children physically and spir- 
itually.

More Floor Troubles. 


F you flood a floor with water 
] on the theory that the more 

water used the cleaner the floor 
will get, you are in for troubles. 
This practice raises the grain of 
wood floors and may even make 
the boards warp and cup. This 
means a complete resanding and 
finishing operation. In the case 
of limoleum or rubber and asphalt 
tile the water makes the flooring 
come loose and it has to be re- 
cemented into place. 

When cleaning solutions or 
waxes containing oil, grease or 
solvents are used on rubber or 
asphalt tile, the colors in the tile 
will bleed and the surface of the 
flooring will become soft. Some- 
times you can effect a cure by 
removing the softened material 
with steel wool but in many cases 
you'll need a new’ floor. 

If you insist on using alkaline 
or caustic cleaners on rubber tile 
eventually the tile will crack and 
curl. Strong cleaning solutions 
will make linoleum and cork 
floors brittle. 

All these headaches are pretty 


‘easy to avoid. First, never flood 


a floor with water. A cloth damp- 
ened in water will pick up just 
as much dirt. Secondly, get from 
the party who sold you the floor 
or installed it the floor manufac- 
turers’ specifications for cleaning 
and waxing. If you have these 
it’s hard to go wrong.

THE SUBJECT for discussion 
was the question faced by the 
high commissioner for refugees 
now that the International Refu- 
gee Organization has come to an 
end.

He is not responsible for the 
relief operation, but he is obli- 
gated to protect refugees in coun- 
tries all over the world—in other 
words, to act as their home coun- 
try would act for them if it were 
able to do so. He must negotiate 
with the governments of the vari- 
ous countries to get the refugees 
permits for travel, residence and 
work, and if the refugees are go- 
ing to other countries permanent- 
ly the high commissioner must 
try to look after their interests. 

There are so many different 
categories of refugees all over the 
world today that it is hard to say 
that some come under the high 
commissioner's jurisdiction and 
some do not. Also, it is hard to 
say that in no case shall he help 
them tangibly with relief.

HE IS ASKING for an admin- 
istrative budget that will permit 
him to have 11 branch offices to 
look after the welfare of dis- 
placed persons in different parts 
of the world. Then he also wants 
permission to appeal for volun- 
tary contributions from . United 
Nations organizations and indi- 
viduals, and even governments, in 
order to provide funds that he 
can use when material aid is 
essential. 

The appeal to individuals and 
organizations seems quite possi- 
ble, but it is questionable wheth- 
er one should begin to have the 
heads of organizations able to 
appeal for voluntary contribu- 
tions from governments.

‘describe “the king of the gods.” 
The Egyptian Thebes was de- 


istroyed by a Roman army, but 


‘some of its mighty temples stand 
today in fairly good condition. 

Neg Thebes is the Valley of 
the Tombs, of Kings. Several 
tombs in this valley have yielded 
treasures of ancient Egypt; the 
greatest of all ‘treasures came 
from the tomb of King Tut. 
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
